SALARIED DAUGHTERS. 


A Finn ThBt Hnit Proved Snccermfnl 


In Several Families. 


Where there Is need of her work in 


the home, and often help Las to be 
hired to take her place, the daughter 
should be given a regular salary, ap- 
proximately the equivalent of what she 
could earu outside after making al- 
lowance for board, room rent and the 
numberless privileges a girl has in her 
father's home. 
The salary should bo 


at least equa! to what would have to 
be p.iid for the same work if a stranger 
were called in to tlo it, and the duties 
should be as distinctly defined and as 
promptly 
and 
efficiently 
performed. 


This is n very different thing from an 
allowance without definite duties. 


We know of several families where 


this plan lias worked successfully. 
In 


one instance the daughter, while un- 
married, became a cnpable housekeep- 
er and manager, buying all supplies 
nnd relieving both parents of cnre and 
annoyance, for whieh she received a 
house-keeper's wages at the end of ev- 
ery month.
